Ruohed  by  ihe  Senate  ami  Hatue  of  Repreeentaiivet  of  tke 
Commonwtakk  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly  mei:  That 
the  following  amendments  are  proposed  to  the  constitution  of 
the  commonwealth,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
tenth  article  thereof. 

niST  AMSNDVXNT. 

There  shall  be  an  additional  article  to  said  constitution  to  be 
designated  as  article  eleven,  as  follows  :— 

AKTXCLE   XI. 

OF   PUBLIC   DEBTS.* 

Section  1.  The  state  may  contract  debts,  to  supply  casual  de-  For  what  th«ifcato 
ficits  or  failures  in  revenues,  or  to  meet  expenses  not  otherwise  W  ••n*w«t 
provided  for ;  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  debts  direct   *  ^' 
and  contingent,  whether  contracted  by  virtue  of  one  or  more  Amonot  of  moh 
acts  of  the  general  assembly,  or  at  different  periods  of  time,  ^^  limitod. 
shall  never  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  money  arising  from  the  creation  of  such  debts,  shall  be  How  the  moDty 
applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  obtained,  or  to  repay  '•^■•^  ™^  ^ 
the  debts  so  contracted,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever.         »PP»P 

Sscnoif  2.  In  addition  to  the  above  limited  power  the  state  yf^  ^^i^  j^„ 
may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  de-  be  oontraoted. 
feod  the  state  in  war,  or  to  redeem  the  present  outstanding  in- 
debtedness of  the  state ;  but  the  money  arising  from  the  con- 
tracting of  such  debts,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  Approprisikm  of 
it  vas  raised,  or  to  repay  such  debts,  and  to  no  other  purpose  ihemoiMf  niied. 
whatever. 

Section  3.  Except  the  debts  above  specified,  in  sections  one  other  debti  pi^ 
and  two  of  this  anicle,  no  debt  whatever  shall  be  created  by,  oi  hibiteA. 
on  behalf  of  the  state.

The  said  sinking  fund  may  be  increased,  from 
time  to  time,  by  assigning  to  it  any  part  of  the  taxes,  or  other 
revenues  of  the  State,  not  required  for  the  ordinary  and  current 
expenses  of  government,  and  unless  in  case  of  war,  inYasioa  or 
insurrection,  no  part  of  the  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  used  or 
applied  otherwise  than  in  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt, 
until  the  amount  of  such  debt  is  reduced  below  the  sum  of  five 
millions  of  dollars. 

Section  5.  The  credit  of  the  commonwealth  shall  not  in  any 
cumm^weaith  *  manner,  or  event,  be  pledged,  or  loaned  to,  any  individual,  com- 
not  to  be  loaned  pany,  corporation,  or  association ;  nor  shall  the  commonwealth 
oomwmiM**''  *'  hereafter  become  a  joint  owner,  or  stockholder,  in  any  company^ 

association,  or  corporation* 
The  eomrnon-  SECTION  6.  The  commonwealth  shall  not  assume  the  debt,  or 

wealth  prohibited  any  part  thereof,  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  or  township ;  or 
debu""*"^^     of  any  corporation,  or  association ;  unless  such  debt  shall  have 
been  contracted  to  enable  the  state  to  repel  invasion,  suppress 
domestic  insurrection,  defend  itself  in  time  of  war,  or  to  assist 
the  state  in  the  discharge  of  any  portion  of  its  present  indebt- 
edness.

SECOND   AMENDMENT. 

There  shall  be  an  additional  article  to  said  constitution,  to 
be  designated  as  article  XII,  as  follows : 

ARTICLE   XII. 

OF   NEW    COUNTIES. 

NewseoatlM.  ^^  county  shall  be  divided  by  a  line  cutting  off  over  one- 

tenth  of  its  population,  (either  to  form  a  new  county  or  other- 
wise,) without  the  express  assent  of  such  county,  by  a  vote  of 
the  electors  thereof;  nor  shall  any  new  county  be  established, 
containing  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles.

From  section  two  of  the  first  article  of  the  constitution,  strike

"  SscnoN  4.  In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ApportionBent 
sixty-four,,  and  in  every  seventh  year  thereafter,  representatives  of  reprefentatiyei 
to  the  number  of  one  hundred,  shall  be  apportioned  and  dis- 
tributed equally,  throughout  the  state,  by  districts,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  in  the  several  parts 
thereof;  except  that  any  county  containing  at  least  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  taxables,  may  be  allowed  a  separate  represen- 
tation ;  but  no  more  than  three  counties  shall  be  joined,  and 
no  county  shall  be  divided,  in  the  formation  of  a  district.  Any 
city  containing  a  sufficient  number  of  taxables  to  entitle  it  to  at 
least  two  representatives,  shall  have  a  separate  representation 
assigned  it,  and  shall  be  divided  into  convenient  districts  of  con* 
tiguoQS  territory,  of  equal  taxable  population  as  near  as  may  be, 
each  of  which  districts  shall  elect  one  representative." 

At  the  end  of  section  seven,  same  article,  insert  these  words, 
"/A<  city  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  divided  into  single  senatorial  f^f^^^ij.,f^. 
distncts,  of  contiguous  territory  as  nearly  equal  tn  taxable  popu'  phu. 
ktion  as  possible  ;  but  no  ward  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation 
ikereof" 

The  legislature,  at  its  first  session,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Apportionment 
amendment,  shall  divide  the  city  of  Philadelphia  into  senatorial  for  PhUmdolphU. 
and  representative  districts,  in  the  manner  above  provided ;  such 
districts  to  remain  unchanged  until  the  apportionment  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

FOUBTH   AMENDMENT. 

To  be  section  xxvi,  Article  i. 

The  legislature  shall  have  the  power  to  alter,  revoke,  or  annul,  Alteration  or  re- 
aoy  charter  of  incorporation  hereafter  conferred  by,  or  under,  Tooationof  ohar- 
any  special,  or  general  law,  whenever  in  their  opinion  it  may  *•"• 
be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth;   in  such 
manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corpo- 
rators.

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  an/i  Hoiise  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
of  U.  S.  wc/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  Thai 
the  members  of  both  houses  shall  meet  in  convention,  in  the 
chamber  of  the  house  of  representatives,  afthe  hour  of  twelve, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  in  the  present  year,  and  then 
and  there  proceed  to  choose  a  senator  to  represent  this  state  in 
the  senate  of  the  United  States^  for  the  term  of  six  years  from 
the  fourth  day  of  March  last,  and  that  the  candidates  be  nomi- 
nated, and  the  election  held  and  conducted  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed  by  the  act,  entitled  **  An  Act  relating  to  the  elections  of 
this  commonwealth,''  passed  the  second  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty^nine.

Section  1.  Bt  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen-

Sflcnoir  1.  Be  it  enaeied  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtpre$m* 
iatives  of  the  CommonvoeaUh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^sseoMj 
met^  and  it  is  kere^  enacted  by  ike  atttkoritp  of  the  same.  That 
Ittiafa  James,  Aaron  Baradt,  David  BarndCi  Martin  Eekhart, 
Henry  Landia,  Peter  Swartz,  John  Swartley,  Martin  Swarlley, 
Jacob  Baehman,  Samuel  Gei],  John  Eckhvt,  John  F.  King,

Crger,  Charles  Nace,  Christian  Moyer,  Isaac  Jacoby,  John  Al- 
ight, Isaac  Lewis,  Mahlon  Haldeman,  or  any  five  of  them, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and  invested  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  granted  by  the  act  regulating  turnpike 
and  plank  road  companies,  passed  and  approved  the  twenty- 
sixth  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and 
contained  in  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  nineteenth,  twentieth  and 
twenty-first  sections  of  the  said  act. 

Section  2.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  said  Barndtt- 
ville  and  Hilltown  turnpike  road  company,,when  organized,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  lay  out  said  turnpike  road,  commencing  st 
or  near  the  ea»t  end  of  the  White  Hall  bridge  in  Barndtsviile, 
Bucks  county,  and  thence  by  the  most  practicable  route  to  in- 
tersect the  Old  Bethlehem  road  at  some  point  between  the  Octa- 
gon school  house  and  Henry  Albright's  store,  in  Hilltown  town- 
ship, Bucks  county ;  the  aioreiaid  president  and  managers  to 
have  the  power  to  depart  from  the  present  location  of  the  road, 
where  it  may  he  necessary  to  straighten  the  present  bed  of  tha 
road  as  now  laid  out,  or  avoid  hills,  with  a  grade  not  exceeding 
five  degrees. 

Sbction  3.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said 
Barndtsviile  and  Hilltown  turnpike  road  company,  are  hereby 
authoriaed  to' charge  and  receive  the  same  rate  of  tolls,  and  to 
borrow  money,  as  the  Doylestown  and  Willow  Grove  turnpike 
road  company  are  empowered  by  the  act  and  supplementary  acts 
incorporating  the  said  Doylestown  and  Willow  Grove  turnpike 
road  company. 

Section  4.  That  the  company  shall  not  be  liable  for  fractions 
of  a  cent  for  tolls ;  and  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Bamdts- 
ville  and  Hilltown  turnpike  road  company,  shall  be  nine  tbou< 
sand  dolkrs,  at  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  share.

Sbgtion  1.  J9e  ii  macted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esen' 
taitpes  of  the  Commonweabh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jiuem* 
bly  mei^anditie  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  theeame^  That 
James  Lyons,  William  Hortoo,  George  W.  fi.  Sipes,  of  Fulton  oosmiMiM^n 
county,  David  Barnet,  of  Bedford  county,  and  Jesse  Cook,  of 
Huntingdon  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road,  from  a  point  in 
Wells  township,  Fulton  county,  known  as  the  junction  of  the 
Broad  Top  and  Hopewell  road,  to  Broad  Top  city,  on  the  Hun- 
tii^don  and  Broad  Top  railroad,  in  Huntingdon  countv. 

SacnoN  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  com-  ^^^^ 
missioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an 
oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  pertorno  the 
duties  m^oined  upon  them  by  this  act,  with  fidelity  and  impar- 
tiality, to  carefuUy  view  the  ground  over  which  the  said  road 
may  pass,  and  lay  out  the  same  to  the  width  of  forty  feet,  as 
near  to  a  straight  line  from  point  to  point,  as  the  nature  of  tbo 
ground  will  permit,  at  an  elevation  of  not  more  than  four  de- 
grees from  a  norizontal  line »  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
vacate  anv  road,  or  part  of  a  road,  leading  in  the  same  direction, 
laid  ont  by  order  of  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  re- 
nective  counties,  which,  in  their  opinion^  may  be  aapplied  by 

Sbctioh  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  eommission-  MirfclittMiti 
ers  plainly  to  mark  upon  the  ground,  the  route  agreed  upon  for 
the  road  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors 
readily  to  find  the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the 
duties  of  this  act  enjoined,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby 
anthorixed  to  emplov  a  surveyor,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not 
exceedii^  thme  doll|tfS|  a  target  man  and  axeman,  and  two 
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chain  earrteniy  each  at  an  allowance  not  eze^bdini^  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents,  and  the  said  commissioners,  respectively,  shall 
receive  a  per  diem  allowance  of  two  dollars,  for  each  and  every 
day  necessarily  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  by 
this  act,  to  be  paid  as  hereafter  directed. 

Sbction  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  said  board  of 
commissioners  to  make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the 
location  of  the  said  road,  together  with  any  that  may  be  va- 
cated, or  any  part  thereof,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  afore- 
said, respectively  noting  thereon  courses  and  distances  as  they 
occur,  and  improvements  passed  through,  also  the  crossing  of 
township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such  other  matters  as 
may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  thereof  to  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  July  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  offices  of 
the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  in  the  respective 
counties  through  which  said  road  may  be  laid  out,  on  the  day 
aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable ;  and  said  road  there- 
after shall,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be  a  public  highway,  and 
opened  to  the  width  aforesaid,  and  repaired  in  all  respects  as 
roads  are  opened  and  repaired  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of 
the  courts  aforesaid. 

Sbction  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  of  the 
townships  through  which  the  said  road  may  pass,  -to  open  the 
same  to  the  width  aforesaid,  and  where  excavation  or  filling 
may  become  necessary,  the  bed  of  the  road  shall  be  at  least 
thirty  feet,  and  its  entire  course  thrown  up  in  the  centre,  at 
least  fifteen  inches  above  the  plane  of  its  sides,  so  that  no  part 
shall  exceed  an  elevation  of  four  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line, 
and  on  failing  to  comply  with  the  above,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  fines  and  penalties,  that  are  now  imposed  upon  superri- 
Bors  for  refusing  to  open  and  repair  roads  laid  out  by  order  of 
the  courts  of  ooarter  sessions  of  the  respective  counties. 

Section  6.  That  the  accounts  of  the  said  commissioners,  for 
their  own  pay,  and  allowance  for  compensation  to  the  persons 
employed,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  made  out  and  returned  to  the 
commissioners  of  the  counties  in  which  the  said  road  may  be 
laid  out,  and  paid  in  proportion  to  the  time  they  may  be  so  em- 
ployed in  each  county,, in  locating  the  same,  and  they  shall  be 
Ssid  out  of  the  treasuries  of  the  respective  counties,  on  wamnts 
rawn  in  the  usual  way. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  next,  at  such  place  as  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  agree  upon,  and  complete  the  location  of 
the  said  road  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable ;  and  if  any  va- 
cancy shall  happen,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the.  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  vacancy  shall  occur, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  supply  the  same,  by  a  suitable  appoint- 
ment; and  in  the  diffisrence  of  opinion,  a  majority  of  the  com- 
missioners shall  determine,  and  the  report  of  such  majority 
shall  be  conclusive,  and  as  available  as  if  made  by  all  of  them.

To  the  act,  entitled  «An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Pittabnrg  and  Braddock's

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Pittsburg  and  Braddock's  Field  plank 
road  company,  with  the  assent  and  concurrence  of  three-fourths 
the  value  of  the  stock  thereof,  to  be  signified  in  writing,  or

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repraen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Colonel  Thomas  Neel  and  Robert  Norris,  of  Allegheny  county, 
and  James  Woods,  of  Butler  county,  be  and  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  lay  out  a  state  road,  commencing  at

Beii  enaeted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonweakh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssem" 
hly  met,  end  it  ia  her  Ay  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Jesse  Comfort,  Jacob  Hibbs,  Jaraes  Flowers,  Charles  Vansant, 
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Aaron  Winder,  M.  D.,  Joseph  C.  Leaw,  Marmaduke  W.  Allen, 
William  Flowers,  Alfred  Marplc,  Lewis  Appleton,  William  W. 
Blakey,  Joshua  fiichardson,  Simon  Gillam,  Isaac  Faxon,  Carey 
Longshore,  John  S.  Mitchell,  George  H.  Sellers,  Joseph  East- 
burn,  Jonathan  Gillam,  John  C.  vansant,  Caleb  N.  Taylor, 
Samuel  C.  Everitt,  Aaron  Tomlinsoa  and  Samuel  Gillam,  of

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WilJIam  Bell,  Luther  Davis,  Henry  Lasher,  John  M.  Wright  Oommianonen. 
and  J.  F.  Clark  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  dutv  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or  before  the 
fiistday  ot  August,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  ThiirdntfM. 
mi  fifty-six^  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate

AN   ACT 

To  aatborize  the  consolidatioii  of  railroad  companies  hi  tbls  Slate  wfthn^ 
road  companies  of  States  adjoining,  in  certain  cues,  and  to  anttorte 
railroad  companies  in  ttilB  State  to  extend  their  roads  into  adjolniig 
States. 

Section  1.  Biti  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Siait 
of  Ohio^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  in 
this  state,  organized  under  the  general  or  any  special  law,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  organized  in  this  state,  and  whose  line 
of  road  shall  be  made,  or  in  the  process  of  construction,  to  the 
boundary  line  of  the  state,  or  to  any  point  either  in  or  out  of  this 
state,  to  consolidate  its  capital  stock  with  the  capital  stock  of 
any  railroad  in  an  adjoining  state,  the  line  of  whose  road  hss 
been  made  or  is  in  process  of  construction  to  the  same  point, 
and  where  the  several  roads  so  unite  as  to  form  a  continuous 
line  for  the  passage  of  cars :  Provided^  That  roada  raaaiag  to 
the  bank  of  any  river  which  is  not  bridged  flAmll  be  held  to  be 
continuous  under  this  act.

are  punished,  and  generally  to  do  all  matters  and  things 
which  lawfully  appertain  for  them  to  do  for  the  well  being  of 
the  nid  company :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  considered  as  in  any  way  giving  to  said  company  any 
hanking  privileges  whatever,  or  any  franchises  but  such  as  are 
or  may  be  necessary  or  incident  to  the  supply  and  distribution 
of  water  in  the  village  of  Boyerstown  and  its  vicinity. 

Bbction  3.  That  any  five  or  more  of  said  commissionera  shall,  OigaaiasUon. 
as  soon  aa  conveniently  may  be  after  the  letters  patent  are  ob- 
tained, give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  in  two  newspapers,  one 
of  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  city  of  Reading,  of  the  time 
and  place  for  the  aobscribers  to  meet  and  hold  an  election  for 
officers  of  said  company,  when  such  subscribera  shall  choose  by 
ballot  five  managers,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  three  of  whom 
at  least  shall  be  residents  of  said  village  of  Boyerstown,  to  con- 
duct the  aiatrs  of  the  company  until  the  last  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary next  enaning,  at  which  time  and  place,  doe  public  notice  Bisetionofoflloen 
having  at  least  two  weeks  previously  been  grven  as  aforesaid, 
a  new  election  for  managers  shall  be  held  by  the  stockheldein 
of  said  ooaspany,  and  annnally  thereafter ;  and  the-  manageia 
eieeted  as  aforesaid,  shall  elect  from  among  their  number  one, 
who  shall  also  be  a  resident  of  sa|d  village,  who  shaH  be  presi- 
dent of  the  said  beard  and  of  the  company;  they  shall  aho 
'^i^t  atssasarar,  who  shall  be  n  resident  of  said  viUage»  ami  a 
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sloekliolder  in  said  eompatty,  bot  not  a  nember  of  the  board  ; 
aad  they  shall  abo  elect  or  appoint  all  aaeh  other  officers  and 
ageiite  a«  they  may  deem  neeeaaary  for  eondnetiag  the  basiness 
of  said  corporation,  who  ahall  perform  the  duties  of  their  re 
apeetive  offices  antil  they  shall  be  re-elected,  remove  from 
office,  or  their  soecessors  shail  be  chosen ;  the  said  managers 
shall  allow  the  persons  so  elected  or  appointed  snch  corapena- 
tion  for  their  serrices  respectively,  as  they  shall  deem  reasons* 
hie,  and  generally  exercise  all  other  powers  and  aothorities  for 
the  well  governinj^  and  ordering  of  the  a&irs  and  fande  of  the 
said  corporation  as  this  act  confers  and  allows,  or  as  heneafter 
may  be  conferred  and  aUowed  by  the  laws,  regulations  sad 
ordinances  of  tb^  said  corporation ;  in  case  of  vacancies  in  the 
board  of  managera,  or  in  any  office  of  said  company,  the  mana- 
gers shall  supply  the  same  from  among  such  as  may  be  eligible 
to  the  position  vacated,  until  the  next  annual  election ;  in  all 
the  meetings  of  the  said,  board  of  managers  any  three  of  them 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president, 
either  at  a  meeting  of  the  managers  or  of  the  stockhoMers,  a 
president  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  from  among  those  then 
met :  Presided,  That  at  all  elections  for  managera  as  aforesaid, 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share 
of  stock  bona  fide  held  by  him  or  her,  aiid  that  no  person  or 
body  corporate  shall  have  more  than  fifteen  votes  on  his  own 
account  at  any  election,  whatever  namber  of  shares  such  indi- 
vidual or  body  corporate  may  be  entitled  to. 

Section  4.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  a 
common  seal  and  certificates  of  stock,  which,  signed  by  the 
president  and  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal, 
shall  be  delivered  to  each  stockholder  as  soon  as  the  whole 
amount  thereon  shall  have  been  paid,  and  in  the  meantime,  the 
said  commissioners,  or  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  shall  issue 
scrip  certificates,  in  the  nature  of  receipts,  for  each  instalment 
as  it  is  paid  in  by  the  said  shareholders;  and  said  certificates  of 
stock  shall  be  transferable,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in  the 
presence  of  the  president,  treasurer,  or  other  person  appointed 
by  the  company  for  that  purpose,  which  transfer  shall  at  once 
be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  according  to  aueh 
rales  and  regulations  as  the  managers  shall  for  that  purpose 
ordain  and  establish,  and  not  otherwise,  and  when  so  entered, 
the  holder  thereof  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  company. 

Sbction  5.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Boyerstown  water 
company  shall  consist  of  five  hundred  shares  of  twenty  dollars 
each,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  paid  for  after  the  first  payment,  ia 
such  manner  as  the  board  of  managers  may  determine ;  which 
aaid  capital  stock  may  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  increased,  not 
acceding  one  thousand  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each ;  and  if 
any  subscriber  for  stock,  his  or  her  assignee,  or  transferee,  shall 
neglect  or  r^use  to  pay  the  first,  or  any  subsequent  instalmeat, 
Fayment  of  lab-  called  for  and  demanded  by  the  managers,  as  aforesaid,  payment 
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may  be  enforced  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  eorporate  name  of 
said  company,  against  snch  delinquents,  as  in  other  eases ;  or 
said  company  may,  at  their  discretion,  deelme  said  delioqeeat 
stock,  and  the  money  paid  thereon,  forfeited  for  the  use  of  the 
said  company,  and  new  snbaeriptions  may  be  opened  and  re- 
eetved  for  the  share  or  shares  so  forfeited. 

Sbction  6.  That  the  said  Boyerstown  water  company  shaH 
have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  bring  and  convey  inio 
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the  vilhge  of  Boyenrtown,,  in  the  eoQBty  of  Berks,  a  sufficient 
supply  of  frssk  and  pure  water,  from  any  spring  or  springSi 
stream  or  streams  of  venter,  near  or  conTenient  to  said  village, 
by  means  of  pipesi  trunks  or  aqueducts,  or  in  any  other  way ; 
and  to  provide  proper  cisterns  or  reservoirs  for  the  reception 
thereof  j  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  possession  of,  and  divert  from  its  present  channel, 
any  stream  or  streams  as  aforesaid,  and  to  enter  into  and  upon 
any  land  or  enclosure  that  may  be  necessary ;  to  dig  trenches  and 
lay  pipes  or  trunks  through  the  same ;  and  to  build  tanks,  dams 
or  reservoirs,  on  or  near  said  streams,  and  on  any  ground  on  or 
near  said  village,  doing  as  little  damage  thereby  as  possible  to 
private  property,  and  paying  for  whatever  laiul  they  may  occupy, 
or  for  whatever  injury  they  may  do,  in  the  manner  following. 

Sectiow  7.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  en-  -  rMimdM, 
ter  into  and  upon  any  lands  or  enclosures,  with  their  engineers,  ^"P^ 
artists,  assistants  and  workmen,  to  lay  out  and  locate  the  said 
danls,  tanks,  reservoirs  and  the  route  for  the  said  pipes  or  trunks, 
and  so  much  land  around  such  dams  or  reservoirs,  and  along 
said  streams,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  preserve  the  pu* 
lity  of  said  water  $  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  laid  out 
and  located  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  board  of  managers,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  to  the  owners  of  said  lands, 
(if  they  are  known  or  can  be  found)  on  which  the  same  has  been 
90  laid  out  and  located,  of  the  location  thereof,  and  of  the  de* 
sire  of  the  company  to  occupy  and  use  the  land  and  route  so 
marked  and  laid  out,  and  if  said  president  and  managers  and 
owners  cannot  agree  on  the  amount  of  damages  or  compensa*  pg^i^Mi. 
tion  therefor,  either  of  them  may  apply  to  one  of  the  judges  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  of  Berks,  or  to  said 
coart  when  in  session,  who  shall  appoint  a  jury  of  three  disin- 
terested  and  judicious  men,  to  view  said  land  and  route,  and 
make  report  to  said  court  what  damage  (if  any)  the  owners  of 
said  land  shall  or  may  sustain  by  the  use  and  occupancv  thereof 
by  the  said  company,  for  the  construction  of  their  works,  or  by 
the  diversion  of  the  waters  of  the  aforesaid  streams;  whose  re* 
port  or  award  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  by  either 
party,  and  when  appealed  from,  shall  be  tried  in  said  court  as 
other  cases  in  which  damages  are  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs,  or 
if  no  appeal  be  entered  within  twenty  days  from  the  filing  of 
said  award,  it  shall  have  the  effect  of  a  judgment,  and  b^  col* 
Iscted  in  like  manner,  with  the  right  to  stay  of  execution  ac- 
cording to  law,  upon  adequte  security  being  given  by  said  com- 
pany :  Provided^  That  the  aforesaid  proceeding  for  ascertaining 
the  damages,  shall  not  delay  the  operations  of  said  company  ia 
the  prosecution  of  their  work,  but  upon  entering  two  or  more 
rareties,  to  be  approved  by  the  said  court,  for  the  payment  of 
the  sum  finally  adjudged  to  be  due,  with  costs,  or  upon  deposits 
iog  in  court  the  amount  which  the  said  court  shall  adjudge  sufll- 
cient  to  cover  the  same,  the  said  company  shall  be  allowed, 
ftfid  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  on  and  ia 
Hid  land  and  enclosures,  with  the  necessary  engineers,  work* 
i>^Q,  teams,  tools  and  implements,  and  proceed  forthwith  to  the 
coastructipn  and  completion  of  all  works  necessary  to  carry  into 
^ect  the  objects  and  purposes  aforesaid,  and  the  same  to  alter, 
repair  or  renew  whenever  and  wherever  they  may  deem  neeee* 
*^)  without  any  let  or  hindrance  from  the  owners  of  said  lands, 
w  any  otherf . 
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SscTioiv  8.  That  the  seTeral  jaron  herein  directed  to  be  ap- 
pointed, shall  before  they  enter  on  the  daties  of  their  appoint- 
ment,  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  ap- 
pointment with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  the  best  of  tlunr 
judgments,  and  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  jnron 
in  other  cases. 

Sbction  9.  That  the  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hare  the 
privilege  and  liberty  to  dig  trenches,  and  lay  their  pipes  or  trunks 
in,  across  and  along  all  railroads^  puUic  roads,  highways  and 
streets,  and  across  and  along  the  streets,  alleys  and  pabHe  groonds 
within  the  village  of  Boyerstown,  and  to  alter,  repair  ana  renew 
the  same  as  often  as  they  may  find  it  necessary,  closing  ap  and 
amending  any  breaches  they  may  make,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Section  10.  That  when  the  said  company  shall  have  intro- 
daced  the  w^ter  into  said  village  of  Boyerstown,  and  shall  have 
constructed  the  necessary  bnildinffs,  reservoirs, fixtures,  hydrants 
and  pipes,  wherever  they  shall  deem  the  same  necessary  and 
proper,  they  shall  then  permit  individuals  and  companies,  dt  all 
times,  to  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  pipes  laia  by  tkem  for 
domestic  or  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  the  supply  of  sfei- 
tionary  and  locomotive  engines ;  and  their  president  and  man* 
agers  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  and  determine  uniform  regu- 
lations, and  rates  or  prices  to  be  paid  by  those  who  may  use  the 
water,  to  that  such  rates  or  prices  shall  not  cause  oppression  or 
injustice  to  any,  but  be  so  adjusted  as  to  bear  equally  upon  ail 
whom  they  may  concern  ;  and  if  the  said  rates  or  prices  be  not 
paid  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  those  who 
may  use  the  water  and  the  company,  the  party  so  contracting 
and  failing  to  pay,  may  be  prevented  from  using  the  water  until 
all  arrearages  due  the  said  company  therefor  are  paid;  and  ail 
such  arrearages  may  be  collected  by  action  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  recoverable.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  take 
away  any  of  said  water  for  domestic  or  other  purposes,  without 
having  previously  contracted  for  the  same  with  the  said  com- 
pany, or  shall  wilfully  permit  any  of  the  said  water  to  be  taken 
away,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  ofience  a  sum  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  to  the  said  company,  to  be  recovered  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  reeoverable  by  law :  Provided^  ThLt  when- 
ever the  eitisens  of  Boyerstown,  either  by  themselves  or  by  the 
corporate  authorities  of  Boyerstown,  should  it  be  hereafter  at 
any  time  incorporated,  shall  erect  fire  plugs,  to  be  used  solely 
for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  the  said  president  and  managers 
shall  permit  the  same  to  be  connected  with  their  pipes  laid  in 
said  village,  and  allow  the  inhabitants  thereof  to  take  and  use 
water  through  said  fire  plugs  without  charge,  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  but  not  otherwise.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
prevent  said  company  from  receiving,  purchasing  or  holding  any 
real  or  personal  property,  stock  or  other  securities,  in  payment 
of  debts  due  them,  or  to  secure  the  same  in  any  manner  that 
the  interests  of  said  corporation  may  require,  or  to  purchase  and 
hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  the 
said  corporation  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  and 
to  wily  assign  and  convey  the  same,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise. 

SscTioK  11.  That  five  hundred  shares  of  said  slock,  or  whah 
ever  amount  of  the  same  shall  be  found  to  be  required  for  the 
construction  of  said  water  works,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxa- 
tion whatever,  except  that  whenever  the  net  annual  income  hom 
the  said  water  works  shall  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum  on 
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the  cost  of  the  same,  the  excess  shall  be  taxable  for  state  purposes 
only  at  the  same  rates  as  are  now  imposed  on  the  dividends  of 
bank3  for  said  purposes. 

Section  12.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully  PoMity  fbrinju- 
destroy  or  injure  in  any  manner  the  pipes,  aqueducts,  dams,  ^•■^''o^^- 
tanks,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  hydrants,  buildings  or  machinery  of 
the  said  Boyerstown  water  company,  erected  in  pursuance  of 
this  act,  or  shall  wilfully  corrupt  or  permit  anything  to  run  or 
fall  into  any  spring,  or  stream,  or  reservoir,  from  which  the  said 
company  shall  take  water  to  be  introduced  into  the  said  village 
of  Boyerstown,  which  shall  tend  to  corrupt  the  same  or  render 
it  unpalatable,  unwholesome  or  unfit  for  domestic  or  manufac- 
turing use,  or  for  the  supply  of  stationary  or  locomotive  en- 
gines, or  shall  bathe  in  any  dam  or  reservoir  of  said  company, 
or  shall  throw,  lead  or  entice  any  animal  into  the  saftne,  on  being' 
convicted  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  on  the  oath  of 
one  or  more  creditable  witnesses,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  one-half  for  the  use  of  the 
said  company  and  the  other  half  to  the  informer,  and  shall  more- 
over remain  liable  to  said  company  for  all  damages. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  company,  if  necessity  require,  shall  Mtkj  borrow 
have  power  at  any  time  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  ex-  aoney. 
ceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  prosecution  , 
or  improvement  of  the  said  work  or  works,  and  to  pledge  their 
goods  and  chattels,  property,  franchises  and  effects,  by  mortgage 
or  otherwise,  for  security  and  re-payment  of  the  same :  Pro- 
videdf  That  no  bonds  for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  issued. 

Section  14.  That  the  owners  of  the  said  freehold,  on  and  Contyacts  for  w»- 
upon  which  the  water  of  the  said  company  is  taken  and  used,  ^'' 
shall  in  all  cases  be  the  parties  with  whom  contracts  for  the 
use  of  the  water  shall  be  made,  and  the  said  real  estate  be  bound 
for  and  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  same.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyhania  in  General  Jlssem* 
hly  met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
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Nam*  chftiigtd*  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  the  corporate  name  of  the 
Odd  Fellows  mutaal  insurance  company  he  and  the  same  ii 
hereby  changed  to  that  of  *'The  City  insurance  company  of 
Philadelphia,  and  by  that  name  shall  thereafter  be  known,  u 
eflTectual  for  all  purposes  as  if  so  named  in  the  original  aet  of 
incorporation-,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  responsibilities  of,  and 
possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  hereto- 
fore granted  to  the  Odd  Fellows  mutual  insurance  company. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  City  insurance  company  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  have  the  power  and  lawful  authority  to  insure 
ffoods,  wares  and  merchandize  in  course  of  transf)ortation,  either 
inland,  coastwise,  or  on  voyage  to  and  from  foreign  ports,  and 
to  take  and  e^ect  all  manner  of  inland  and  marine  risks  upon 
vessels,  boats  and  cars  used  or  to  be  used  in  the  transportation 
of  property  or  passengers,  and  to  lend  money  on  bottomry  and 
respondentia. 

Section  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  City  insurance 
company  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  eacfa; 
the  board  of  directors  shall  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-six,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  direct  as  to  the 
manner  and  terms  on  which,  and  the  time  when  said  stock  shall  be 
subscribed  ;  each  subscriber  shall  at  the  time  of  subscribing  pa]r 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  corporation  an  instalment  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  upon  each  share  of  stock  by  him  or  them  sub- 
scribed, and  the  remaining  sum  due  on  each  share  shall  be  paid 
in  such  manner  as  the  directors  shall  thereafter  direct :  Providtd^ 
That  no  policv  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  until  ten  dollars 
per  share  shall  have  been  first  paid  in. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  shall  on  the  first  Monday 
in  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  on  the 
same  day  in  every  year  thereafter,  elect  fifteen  directors  to 
manage  the  afiairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.  That  the  directors  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  each  and  every  year,  ascertain  the  valne  of 
the  previous  year's  business,  and  if  the  earnings  of  the  company 
have  been  more  than  the  expenses  and  losses,  may  make  soch 
dividends  to  stockholders  as  the  earnings  will  warrant.

To  ao  act  to  incorporate  the  PenDsyWftDift  Railroad  Gompaoy,  passed  April 
tbirteeDth,  one  thooBaxid  eight  hundred  and  ibrty-siz. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennhylvania  in  General  Casern* 
bly  met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  aame^  That 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  ^^j^^jj^ 
to  construct  a  railroad  from  a  point  on  the  Philadelphia  and 
Columbia  railroad,  north  of  Market  street,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, near  the  repair  shop  of  said  company ;  thence  passing 
behind  the  said  shops  across  Market  street }  thence  down  the 
centre  of  Mansion  street  to  the  West  Chester  railroad ;  thence  kw\\0» 
to  some  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  or  near 
Grays  Ferry  bridge  *,  thence  crossing  said  river  to  the  river  Dela- 
ware and  terminating  thereon,  south  of  the  navy  yard,  by  such 
route  as  may  be  most  practicable  and  conducive  to  the  public 
interests :  Provided  however^  That  the  line  of  said  road  from  a 
point  one  hundred  feet  north  of  the  north  side  of  Market  street, 
to  the  south  side  of  Chesnut  street,  and  if  practicable  further 
south,  shall  be  by  means  of  a  tunnel  at  such  distance  below  the 
surface  as  not  to  interfere  with  pipes  and  culverts ;  and  from 
the  point  where  said  tunnel  may  terminate  to  the  south  side  of 
Walnut  street,  said  road  shall  be  under  the  surface  by  means  of 
a  tunnel  or  covered  way,  whichever  may  be  most  practicable;

lots,  remove  and  alter  old  and  erect  new  buildings,  and  to  do 
all  things  proper  and  necessary  to  be  done  to  adapt  said  ground 
for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  such 
plots  and  burial  lots  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture,  to  individuals, 
societies,  or  congregations,  under  such  conditions,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  the  said  directors  may  establish  and  adopt  for 
the  government  of  lot  holders,  visitors  to  the  cemeterv,  and  • 
burial  of  the  dead,  and  ornamenting  and  using  of  said  lots : 
Provided^  That  the  lots  granted  by  the  said  association  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose,  and  that  they  shall  be  forever 
free  and  exempt  from  seizure  and  sale  by  virtue  of  any  execu- 
tion, attachment,  or  otherwise,  against  any  grantee  or  grantees 
of  said  association,  their  heirs  or  assigns.

before  mentioned  borough  burial  ground,  containing  one  hoo- 
died  and  thirty-one  perches,  it  being  the  last  described  lot  of

the  defendant  or  defendants.

Section  7.  That  the  rates  of  insurance  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  fixed  and  regulated  by  the  directors  of  the  company,  aihi 
premium  notes  therefor  shall  be  received  from  the  insured,

affiiirs  of  said  company. 

Section  9.  That  if  it  shall  at  anytime  happen  that  sneieetin 
of  president,  secretary  or  directors,  shall  not  be  made  on  a^ 
day  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought  to  have  beea  made,  tM 
said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed  todedtf- 
solved,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  on  any  other  day  to  hold  and  m«^^ 
an  election  of  directors  and  other  officers,  after  fdU  BOti€eilu|^ 
have  been  given  for  at  least  ten  days  previous,  of  the  ti«eaDd 
pkoe  of  said  election. 

Sbctidn  10.  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  annual  mectfl^ 
for  the  election  of  officers  and  directors,  it  shall  be  thedtttyff 
tiie  seeretary  of  the  corporation  to  cause  to  be  made  and  pai^ 
lished  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  ikmierseM 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  the  amosat  of  f^ 
naiums  and  intenst  received,  the  amoant  of  expensed  Vki  lo«^ 
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during  the  year  in  each  retpeetiTe  elaae,  the  amount  of  rfsks  in 
each  class,  the  dividends  paid,  and  a  general  balance  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  11.   That  the  operations  and  business  of  the  said  Operatioiu. 
corporation  shall   be  carried  on   and  conducted  at  Somerset, 
Pennsylvania. 

Sbction  12.  That  if  it  should  ever  happen  that  the  cash  pre-  Aummwu. 
miums,  with  interest  accrued  thereon  with  said  company,  paid 
or  deposited  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  the 
losses  by  fire  and  other  expenses,  then  and  in  such  case  assess- 
meats  sliall  be  made  on  the  deposit  dote,  and  paid  to  said 
company,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  said  note,  and  suits 
at  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  corporation  against  any  of 
its  member's  for  the  collection  of  said  deposit  notes,  or  a»y 
assessments  thereon,  or  for  any  other  cause  relating  to  the 
business  of  said  corporation ;  or  if  there  should  be  an  excess  of 
funds,  the  directors  may  declare  a  dividend  to  each  member,  Diridendi. 
apportioned  to  the  amount  originally  paid ;  also,  suits  at  la«r 
may  be  proseouted  and  maintained  by  any  member  against  said 
corporation,  for  losses  or  damage  by  fire,  if  payment  is  withheld 
more  than  four  months  after  the  company  are  duly  notified  of 
such  losses,  and  no  member  of  the  said  corporation  not  being  in 
his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  such  suit,  shall  be  incompe*  Sitiu. 
tent  as  a  witness  in  any  such  cause  on  account  of  his  being  a 
member  of  said  company. 

Section  13.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  inTaBtment  uf  * 
invest  their  premium  profits  and  capital  in  bonds,  mortgages,  fandf.  ^^ 
ground  rents,  stocks,  and  loans  of  the  United  States  and  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  other  good  securities,  and  to  sell,  transfer 
and  change  the  same,  and  re-invest  the  funds  of  the  said  corpo* 
ration,  when  the  directors  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  14.  That  the  directors  may  determine  the  rates  and  Iniuranees. 
terms  of  insuraQce,  and  limit  the  amount  to  be  insured. 

Section  15.  That  in  case  any  assured  named  in  any  policy  of  xmufen  of  poll- 
insurance  made  by  said  corporation,  shall  sell,  eonvey,  or  assign  oIm. 
the  subject  insured,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  assured  to  assign 
tbe  same,  within  thirty  days  after  sucb  assignment,  sale  or 
conveyance :  Provided^  That  before  any  loss  shall  have  hap- 
pened, the  president  or  secretary  of  the  corporation  shall,  under 
his  proper  signature,  within  five  days  after  the  assignment  is 
transmitted,  endorse  or  annex  to  such  policy  of  insa ranee  his 
approval  of  such  assignment,  to  be  aecording  to  the  established 
regulations  for  that  purpose,  and  not  otherwise. 

Section  16*  That  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  R«terYattcn. 
repeal  this  act,  in  such  manner,  however,  as  shall  do  no  injui* 
tice  to  the  corporators,  or  wrongfully  affect  any  contract  or 
engagement  made  by  the  said  corporation.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  hfnta^ 
tativea  of  tie  CommontDeaith  of  Penntjfltkmia  m  Gtneral  Aaoh 
Ny  mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  anihorUyof  tktmmiy  Thit 
foT  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  &e  Tooghiogrhenj 
river,  at  a  suitable  point  iMtween  the  middle  of  M'Miltin's  is- 
land and  Taylor's  fording,  in  Fayetle  connty,  Stewart Strkkier, 
Joseph  Hair,  George  Dawson,  Mordecai  Cochran,  A.  M.  Hill, 
James  Wade,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  the  ssme  are  here 
by  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the  seven!  do*

think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  be  thought  necessary  to  fulfil 
the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  of  purchasing  and  hold- 
ing to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling, 
transferring  and  conveying  in  fee  simple  or  any  less  estate,  all 
^ach  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real,  personal 
md  mixedy  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
heir  w  ork,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and 
rvery  thing  which  a  body  politic  and  corporate  may  lawfully  do.

Section  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^^ssem- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samt^  That 
David  Derrickson,  James  E.  JVrFarland,  John  Dick,  John  C.  C. 
Brooks,  A.  B.  Ross,  Edgar  Huidekoper,  John  P.  Davis,  D.  A. 
Finmey,  Gaylord  Church,  William  Hurst,  J.  Porter  Brawley,  C. 
W.  Burton,  Hugh  B.  Allen,  James  Burchfield,  Howell  Powell, 
John  M'Dill,  James  W.  Douglas,  F.  F.  A.  Wilson,  John  Can,
